Economy Out, 
Demand Is 
for Increases 


Washington, May 2 —• (#>) — The 


backward house "economy drive" 
ran today into demands for more 
money for 
national 
defense arid 


what critics call "pork 
barrell" 


projects of the army engineers. 


This is the day set aside 
for 


debate on defense and engineers' 
projects in a $9,000,000,000 one- 
package appropriation bill financ- 
ing more than 40 federal agencies 
for the fiscal year starting July 1. 


Already the appropriations com- 


mittee has yielded to demands that 
defense funds be hiked 
and 
has 


agreed to support a m e n d m ents 
adding $350,000,000 to the $13,911,- 
127,300 it originally recommended 
for the military department. That 
is $147,000, more than the Pres- 
ident requested, the c o m m i ttee 
originally having cut 
$23,000,000 


from the budget figures. 


(Yesterday the h o u s e 
armed 


services committee voted approval 
of a $350,000,00 navy moderniza- 
tion program including a g u i d e d 
missiles ship and an. a t o m i c - 
powcred submarine. However, most 
of this would be financed out 
of 


funds for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 951.) 


A strong drive is forming to re- 


store all or part of the $22,47,500 
the appropriations c o m m i t t e e 
lopped from th $834,867,500 request- 
ed for civil functions projects of 
the army engineers. These 
proj- 


ects include river and harbor and 
flood control 
activities 
w h i c h 


reach into scores of congressional 
districts and are called especially 
useful by their sponsors.

No Evidence to 
Charges Insists 
lattimore 


Washington, May 2 —(/P)— Owen 


Lattimore declared under oath to- 
day that charges he was a Com- 
munist and Russia's top spy "arc 
not supported by a shred of evi- 
dence, perjured or otherwise." 


Lattimore called Senator McCar- 


thy, 
his chief accuser, "clearly a 


bad policy risk" and tore into the 
Wisconsin R e p u b lican's 
back- 


ground. He alluded to official criti- 
cism of McCarthy's conduct as a 
state judge and asserted difficul- 
ties over wartime income tax re- 
turns. 


As for exC o m m u n i st Louis 


Budenz — who swore high Com- 
munist 
officials 
regarded 
Latti- 


more as a Communist—Lattimore 
termed him a liar — "either 
a 


plain old-fashioned liar or a patho- 
logical liar." 


Of Freda Utley, who said yes- 


terday that if Lattimore 
isn't a 


Communist, he acts like one, the 
witness said: "An equally strong 
case can be made that Utley her- 
self for a time followed the Com- 
nunist line long after she says that 
she ceased to be a Communist, and 
that she subsequently followed th6 
Nazi line."

Its Sad to See a Great Tree 
Die But It Dies With Dignity 
Not Gasping Like Man

Valsetz, Ore. — (/P)— It is a sad 


and stirring sight to see a 
great 


tree die. 


It gives you a lonely feeling as 


if you were watching God or your 
falher or something else you re- 
vered go down in solitary protest. 


On a high hill here in the coastal 


mountain range I watched two sky 
reaching Douglas firs sawed down 
within a half hour, and it was like 
seeing the death of old heroes. 


Each had stood for a century or. 


so before the while man came to 
blight these eternally 
rain-wet 


mountains wilh his wish for wood, 
his desire for shelter. 


These tremendous fir trees (and 


they are tremendous) are strange- 
ly like American people. They are 
great advocates of frte enterprise, 
they reach lor the life giving secur- 
ity of the sun. 


They will i'ight like unholy devils 


for sunshine, which 
to 
them is 


wealth and prosperity. They 
will 


grow like mad to get it. But if 
they lose it they sicken and 
give 


U]). They simply won't live in an- 
other tree's shade as the hyena 
hemlock is glad to do. 


But the ones that win out in this 


competitive grasp for solar pros- 
perity, the ones that 
crowd out 


the weaker trees, are more beau- 
tiful than fair women, more tower- 
ing than strong men. 


Some have grown for 400 ycais 


or more and shoot 250 to 300 feet 
into the air in green needled splen- 
dor, 
proof thai slanding slill can 


be as heightening 
sometimes 
as 


travel is supposed to be broaden- 
ing. 


Well, there they stood the 
two 


tress I am talking about two trees 
wet al the~foot and dry at the top, 
two trees in a virgin forest, 
and 


both as old as Shakespeare, 
but 


both slill living. And three 
men 


came and assaulted them 
as I 


watched, a guest in the lumber 
camp. The men who cut down the 


two trees were paid $25 lo $30 a 
day to do so. They wore metal 
helmets like nature was at 
war 


with them, as it was. 


Two men 
carrying a portable 


power saw approached the trees 
and made incisions as precise as a 
surgeon performing an appendec- 
tomy. Then the third man had to 
get down to the decisive muscle, 
the thing man always has to re- 
turn to. 


He took an ax and made a deep 


niche in the saw scar behind the 
way they wanted the tree to fall, 
that is, he was the west wind it' 
Ihey wanted the tree to fall east. 
But he put a wedge in the west 
wound, and by sledge blows 
he 


drove it in with the forces of point- 
ed steel and flexing flesh. 


This tiny 6-fool figure at the base 


told the great tree the direction in 
which it must die. 


There was a sudden crack, 
a 


shudder clear through the 
tall 


stem, and then il began to fall. It 
went down with a whispering sur- 
prise, a shower of broken green- 
ery, and came to earth 
with 
a 


great and final groan. It shook 
any listening heart. Loggers 
ran 


for shelter. The 
flying 
branches 


thrown ofi by a falling tree 
are 


makers." They can telescope 
a 


skull. 


An odd thing about these 
men 


who make their living out of kill- 
ing trees 
their defense is that 


one slain Douglas fir can make a 
six room house — is the feeling 
they have for what they destroy. 
They get a kind of forest guilt 
complex. 


"I guess nothing in the 
world 


lhat has lived so long is killed so 
quick," a lumber camp superinte 
dent said. He knew that with all 
wouldn't live as long as the thing 
his men cut down. 


But there is one difference 
be- 


tween the death of men and trees. 
A big Iree dies with more dignity, 
sighing in a forest, than men 
do 


gasping in a hospital.
